In the Teign there was one cust at Christow.lt is very difficult to ac 
-count for tahese sporadic cases.Here there had been no cases of Enteric 
Fever for a very long tiwe,the girl had been nownere from home & denied 
ever having drunk tne river water.[ .could get no history of anythingcoou- 
ing frow elsewhere hich might have caused infection. | 

The 6 cases at Topshan I unhesitatingly put down to the growsiy poliud 
water supply.It is a great pity that such areceord as is possessed by Topsh- 
am for this yaar should be spoilt by these cases of Feqer.With the present 
supply there is no doubt that other cases will constantly be croppiag Up.

great proportion of fatalities were in children os the labouring class. fhe 
spread of this disease is very hard to prevent,if not impossible,ts the 
disease lasts for a very long time,is very infectious 4 is so befora the 
Whoop occurs, when the case appears to be a simple Bronchitis.The attempt 
must be made to prevent such an excessive mortality & this can only be done 
by improving the gondition, general & sanitary under which this class lives
